“He will be in a position to codperate 
and confer freely and openly in all 
matters pertaining to traffic conditions 
of the western territory with the ship- 
pers and the traffic officers of the dif- 
ferent lines.

It is estimated, tonight that. four 
hundred farms in Moldavia have been 
devastated, eight thousand fugitives 
have fied over the Roumantan frontier 
into Austria, and a total of 4,000 Jews 
are homeless. 

The number of dead . wounded 
cannot be given accurately, the re- 


185 men killed and about 150 wounded, 

The outbreak seems today to have © 
been partially suppressed. The Rou- 
manian government is sending troops 


in revolt against the great farming

SACRAMENTO, March 23.—Condi- 
tiong on the Southern Pacific lines were 
greatly improved today and nearly

A permit for the erection of an addi- 
tion’ to the great Hamburger building 
at Eighth and Broadway was issued by | 
the department of buildings yesterday 
afternoon. The annex will be made 
on the southeast corner of Highth

This will be the first important 
building in America in which the new 
method will be used. The inventors are 
Albert €. Martin and Erick Lund, 
local men.

“The invention consists of a light 
latticed .wrought steel framework of 
columns, beams and girders bolted to- 
gether in much the same way steel 
skeleton buildings are erected,” said 
Martin yesterday. ‘This lattice work 
of steel is used instead of the ordinary 
twisted steel rods interlaced and not 
bolted. The advantages of this 
method of construction over that now 
im general use throughout the, country 
are several. The reinforcement is en- 
tifely independent of the wood forms, 
which are suspended from the rein- 
forcement, after that has been put to- 
gether. Thus the frame is a solid one 
of bolted steel, and can carry the 
weight of the green 
has hardened sufficiently to enable the 
forms to be taken off, thus hastening 
the work of building. Each floor is 
erected entirely independent of the 
lower one, and is not_in need of sup- 
port from those below, or from. the 
forms, which can be taken off several 
weeks earlier than with the system 
now in vogue, allowing each floor to 
‘be completed and finished in much 
quicker time.

The trustees have advertised the 
auction of the Normal! School site for 
10 «o'clock on April 6, at the Grand ave- 
nue entrance to the Normal School 
grounds. It is specified that the sale 
will be made to the highest bidder over 
the sum of $500,000.

"W.W.COWED 
BY BIG STICK. 


GOVERNOR OF NEVADA WIELDS 
IT VIGOROUSLY. 


Ends Reign of Anarchy at Goldfield 
by Defying Union Graggarts and 
Threatening to Summon Uncle 
Sam’s Troope—Mines May Now Be 
Worked and Whole State is Happy. 


Rejoicing that Goldfield had been 
rescued from the throttling grasp of 
the Industrial Workers of the World 
and that the fabulous mines of gold 
threughout the State could now be 
worked to advantage, a score of Ne- 

mine owners, who were visiting 

Los Angeles last night, celebrated 
the fact. Mining stocks yesterday re- 
flected the general belief and were 
bounding upwards, and this added to 
|the pleasure of the mine owners. 

Congressman George A. Bartlett of 
Tonopah, Nev., has been a guest at 
the Alexandria, and yesterday told 
how the “big stick” had been wielded 
with effect in Nevada, and how it real- 
iy led up to the present amicable ad- 
justment of affairs. ; 

He tells of a conference held last 
summer between Gov. Sparks of Ne- 
vada, Atty.-Gen. J. G. Sweeny, H. T. 
on, commonly termed the “Mayor 
of Goldfield,” three representatives of 
tne I.W.W. and himself. 

The terrorists had made the threat 
that they would close the offices of the 
Western Union Telegraph Company in 
Nevada, and would dynamite them if 
necessary. This threat reached the ears 
of the telegraph company, and word 
was sent to Gov.\ Sparks, demanding 
protection. There \is no State militia 
in Nevada, and the Governor seemed 
helpler;. A conference was arranged 
and Gov. Sparks started for Goldfield. 
He stopped ‘off in Tonopah and was 
met by Congressman Bartlett. The lat- 
ter tendered the use of his automo- 
bile to the Governor, and, with Atty.- 
Gen. Sweeny, the party started on a 
fast run over the desert to Goldfield. 
‘The first attempts to arrange a meet- 
ing met with failure. Then two days 
were spent coaxing the impudent I.W. 
W. into sending a committee of three 
to see the Governor. The interview 
war memorable. 

It is stated by Congressman Rartiett 
that Gov. Sparks hurled defiance after 
defiance at the L.W.W. men and told 
them that while he recognized the 
rights of a workingman to organize, he 
proposed to see that the property hold- 
ers in the State of Nevada were pro- 
tected. There were sarcastic answers 
to the effect that as Nevada did not 
have a militia, there was little that 
the Governor could do. Then the Chief 
Executive of the State issued his ulti- 
matum. He said: 

“If you fellows permit anarchy to 
rujie in this district; if you create any 
disturbance, you will be punished, and 
if you commit murder you will be 
hanged, and I will see that it is done. 
I have the assurance of the President 
of the United States that all of the 
troops of the regular army of this gov- 
ernment that I may need are now at 
my command, so you see that while 
we have no militia we are not as help- 
less as you think.” 

This statement had a taming effect 
upon the 1.W.W. crowd. They were 
cowed. The talk also showed the prop- 
erty owners that there was a power 
behind them.

SUPERVISORS TO PASS PLUMS AT 
NEXT MEETING. — 


County Faces Additional Expense 
of Fifteen Thousand Dollars a Year 
for Purpose of Providing Places for 
Politicians Who Failed to Draw 
Prizes at the Polls. 


| The boast of the politicians that two 
and two-do not make four is about 
to be put to the test. On Monday the 
Board of Supervisors will appoint the 
two additional township justices pro- 
vided for by law and the bosses. J. 
W. Summerfield and E. E. Selph will 
get the places. There also will be two 
clerks and two deputy constables to 
appoint; likewise some offices to rent, 
furniture to buy, and a number of 
incidentals that will run the bill up 
to.a goodly figure. 
‘It is estimated that the change will 
cost the county at least $15,000 more 
each year than under the two-court 
system, 
It costs the county virtually nothing 
at present to conduct the two existing 
township courts. Under the fee sys- 
tem the justices pay all their expenses 
-—rent, janitor service and all that. 
The fees have been sufficient in the 
past to afford excellent compensation 
for the justices. ~ 
_ By the change about to go Into éf- 
fect the fees will go to the county and 
all expenses will be paid out of the 
public treasury. The taxpayers will 
have to make up the difference between 
the receipts and the expenditures. 
NO SECRET IN THIS. 
There never has been. any secret in 
political circles of the fact that the 
two new courts were created for the 
purpose of giving a jeb to “Jack” 
Summerfield, who, up to the time of the 
last election, always managed to feed 
at the public crib. While waiti for 
the position to be made for hi he 
served with the army oo at 
the recent session of the ‘gislature. 
While they were about it, however, 
the politicians thought they might as 
well have two new justices, so they 
picked Selph for the other place. 
Like Summerfield, Selph has wooed 
but has failed to win the favor of the 
people at the polls. He was a candi- 
date for member of the Board of Edu- 
cation, but was defeated. Summerfield 
asked the people te make him town- 
ship justice, but he was short of votes 
when the count was made. 
So the people are to be shown that 
a defeat at the polls doesn’t count, 
after all. 
Fabulous tales of the enormous re- 
ceipts of the two old township justices 
have been used to hoodwink the pub- 
lic into the belief that the new courts 
will entail no expense on the county. 
A stub of a penctl and a scrap of 
paper tell a different story. 
In their palmiest days, with all the 
marriages they could drag into their 
net, together with the regular busi- 
ness of the courts, it is stated that 
Justices Pierce and Young never ex- 
ceeded $7500 a year aplece in gross 
receipts, or a total of $15,000 for the 
two courts. 3 
SUCH A DIFFERENCE. 
Under the four-court system, with 
the county paying the freight, the ex- 
penditure in justices’ salaries alone, at 
$3000 each, will amount to $12,000.

Electric Road Proposes to Build 
Separate Bridge Across River at 
Buena Vista Street if City Does Not 
Hurry Up and Agree to Join Forces 
for Fine Viaduct. 


The Los Angeles Railway Company 
Is possessing its corporate soul in 
patience. However, it makes a threat 
to the effect that if the city of Los 
Angeles does not wake up pretty soon 
and get busy on a bridge.across the 
river at Buena Vista street it will pro- 
ceed to build its own individual bridge 
and the city can trail along when it 
pleases. 

At first sight this threat Woes not 
seem so fearful, in fact, it might be 
called a good thing, inasmuch as the 
new bridge would take the place of 
the present shaky structure which has 
— duty as a railway bridge since 


$93. 

But in reality this action upon the 
part of the railway company, if car- 
ried out, would mean at least the in- 
definite postponement of the proposed 
fine viaduct bridge across the river. 
At one time there was a plan to 
make a long viaduct leading from a 
fancy entrance to Elysian Park to 
Pasadena avenue in a straight line 
from Buena Vista street. This would
